Claim 1 is allowed because the prior art individual or taken as a whole does not teach that 

the light emitting panel widens over a first widening section from the first edge surface in a 

direction towards the second edge surface, a second widening section from the second edge 

surface in a direction towards the first edge surface with the surface of the second edge surface 

specularly or diffusely reflecting and a light guide part including a structure configured to 

provide light extraction between the first widening section and the second edge surface in 

combination with other features as claimed in claim 1. Claims 3, 7 to 9, 11, 13, 14 and 21 

depend on allowed claim 1 and as such are also allowed.
